Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chum 
(US 5,677,383). Chum teaches a film comprising at least one layer made from a 
polymer composition, wherein the composition has at least two peaks (Figure 2), as 
determined using a CRYSTAF scan, from a temperature range from 35°C to 100°C, 
wherein the CRYSTAF scan has an absence of a peak at a temperature range from 
60°C to 70°C (Figure 2). The composition comprises (A) from 10-95 percent (by weight 
of the total composition )of at least one homogeneously branched interpolymer having 
the following properties: a density from 0.86-0.92 grams/cubic centimeter, a molecular 
weight distribution (Mw/Mn) from 1 .8 to 2.8, a melt index from 0.2 -200 grams/10 
minutes, and no high density fraction (col 2, lines 28+); and (B) from 5-90 percent (by 
weight of the total composition) of at least one heterogeneously branched polymer 
having a density from 0.88 -0.945 g/cm3, wherein the density of (A) is lower than the 
density of (B) (col 2, lines 60+). The film has a heat seal initiation temperature of no 
greater than 1 1 0 °C (FIGURE 2) and a melt index from 0.5 to 30 grams/1 0 minutes (col 
8, lines 56; col 2, lines 55). The heterogeneously branched polymer is a copolymer of 
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ethylene and 1 -oetene (col 8, line 33). A multilayer oriented heat shrinkable film 
comprising the claimed film as an outer layer is also disclosed (col 10, lines 26+).
